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RECIPROCITY. 


A 


FEW DAYS ago The Journal made reference 


to Senator Cuilom's declaration as to the 


course the Republican party at the next session 
of Congress would pursue in regard to the tariff 
matter. Hanna had, as boss of the partv, officially 
declared that no change whatever would be made, 
but, seeing trouble ahead, partly descended from 
his high horse, and Senator Cullom was evidently 
his mouthpiece in the announcement of the change 
iu the boss's program. The change was from re- 
vision to reciprocity, which would amount practi- 
cally, said the Senator, to a "revision of the tariff." 


Reciprocity is rather a pleasant idea, but it is an 


open question whether the notion can be carried 
into practical effect. Mr. Elaine, when Secretary 
of State many years ago, urged it most strongly. 
The theory is that you admit from a certain country 
certain products, that we do not produce, free of 
duty, and it reciprocates by admitting, free from 
restraint, products of ours which do not compete 
with goods that are domestic there. That is the 
idea, but as a matter of fact, the Dingley law acl- 


' raits free of duty articles that are not produced in- 


the United States. Our- is a protective tariff, sup- 
posed to protect home industries from foreign com- 
petition. So that a reciprocit> treaty must give 
favor to some products that are yielded abundantly 
in a foreign country and reciprocate by giving favor 
to some of our abundant products. It was that sort 
of treaty that was arranged under the suggestion of 
Mr. Elaine, and which the Senate refused to ratify. 
Had it satisfied the nation so negotiated with, it 
was liable to give offense to those not similarly 
favored, who would retaliate by increased duties, so 
there we are between two fires. 


But there is abundant evidence to sustain the 


admission that other nations are convinced that ue 
are "hoggish" in our trade relations, as stated by 
Senator Cullom, and as our trade in manufactured 
products increased these liberal conditions, it grows 
-more aggravated, with a determination for retalia- 
tion more pronounced than the remedy. This has 
been shown already in Germany, Russia and Italy, 
and it will take a larger modicum of statesmanship 
than has been displayed in Washington in recent 
years to avert that feeling of retaliation, through 
the device of reciprocity. Hanna understands all 
this, and his uretended change of program is no 
change at all. It is a scheme to maintain intact the 
Dinglev law. by a flimsy pretext which carries 
upon its face all of the marks of duplicity and a 
subterfuge to prevent any change in the law which 
is so acceptable to his trust clientage, which is the 
principal producer in his fat-frying business.

THE DEATH PENALTY. 


A 


FTER four years' experience of capital punish- 


ment abolishment, Colorado has re-enacted 


the lav prescribing the death penalty for murder- 
ers. 
In this connection the Salt Lake Herald says: 


" In other States where capital punishment has 


been abolished there is considerable clamoring for 
its revival. In States where it is still on the statute 
books there is complaint that it is not resorted to 
frequently enough. This change of sentiment is 
not the result of any increased brutality in public 
sentiment, but because of a well-gounded belief that 
without capital punishment the law does not afford 
sufficient protection to life." 


The Journal agrees with the eminent jurist who 


asserted that the suppression of crime does not de- 
pend upon the severity of the punishment, but the 
certainty of it, or words to that effect. 
While the 


tajting of human life by statutory process is repug- 
nant to the instincts of human *nature in civili/ed 
countries, it cannot he safely done a\vav with until 
better-assurance is given of the certain infliction of 
the-milder penalty which is substituted for the gal- 
lows, by restriction of the power of the pardoning 
bo«j<t in the States where such abolishment laws 
are enacted. There art- but four States where the 
death penalty is noi nmin'ained 
They are Wiscon- 


sin,. Michigan. Maine .ind Rhode Island. There are 
several States, however, \\herc so many check-, are 
plneed on the execution of the death penalty that 
the law is virtually nullified. 
In Kansas the pen- 


alt> can only be exeou'td b\ the assent of the 
Governor, and as Kan->j> Ciovcrnors have usually 
declined to, sign death warrant.-,, death sentences 
have generallv resulted in imprisonment for a 
longer or shorter penod, as the case might be. In 
eighteen other St. tes the ct.uits are given discre- 
tionary power to substitute life impiisonment for 
death. The average period of a life imprisonment 
ranges fn-in five to ten 
> e > i s . 
There remain 


twen'v-two Stales where the death penalty is in 
fulr force, so far as the law c.iti make it so. 


As to the methods of inflicting the death pen- 


alty, which should be as pninhss and devoid of 
horror as possible, there is nut much to choose be- 
tween the halter and the electric chair. Both in- 
volve uncertainties that discredit cither method for 
taking human life. 
The prick of a surgeon's knife 


would produce painless and certain death, but this 
method, hts not received j»ucb consideration.

This article was given much greater publicity than the col- 


umns of The Journal afford. 
It was copied far and wide through- 


out Nevada and other States, not for any cause other than the in- 
terest attaching everywhere to this, the greatest mining camp the 
world has ever known. 


It is a conceded fact that little other than the..superintend- 


ents' reports, weekly letters, delinquent notices and stock reports 
ever appear in the public press regarding the progress of work in 
this camp and the outlook for the lode. Why this silence has ex- 
isted is a question that The Journal is not vitally interested in, at 
least at this time. It proposes, however, to not overlook the Com- 
stock in its series of articles on State development.
